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SUBJECT: CABINET HEARS REPORT ON SADAT VISIT 

1 . SUMMARY: A SPECIAL SESSION OF THE CABINET NOVEMBER 24 
HEARD A REPORT ON THE SADAT VISIT. ACCORDING TO PRESS RE- 
PORTS, THE CABINET WAS TOLD THAT EGYPTIAN AGREEMENT TO 
CONTINUING CONTACTS IS EVIDENCE THAT SADAT WAS SATISFIED 
WITH THE VISIT. BEGIN ANNOUNCED THAT NO AGREEMENT HAD BEEN 
REACHED REGARDING ARRANGEMENTS EOR ONWARD TALKS AND THAT HE 
EXPECTED AN ANNOUNCEMENT FROM CAIRO ON THE SUBJECT. THE 
PRESS SPEAKS OF A RETHINKING BY CABINET MINISTERS 

ON TERRITORIAL QUESTIONS AND CITES A TV POL AS INDICAT- 
ING THAT IN THE WAKE OF SADAT'S VISIT MOST MKS FAVOR 
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TERRITORIAL CONCESSIONS ON THE WEST BANK. END SUMMARY 

2. FOLLOWING AN EXTRAORDINARY THREE-HOUR SESSION OF 
THE CABINET YESTERDAY TO HEAR A REPORT ON THE SADAT 
VISIT, CABINET SECRETARY NAOR READ THE FOLLOWING BLAND 
STATEMENT: BEGIN TEXT: AT TODAY'S CABINET SESSION, THE 
PRIME MINSTER, THE DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER, THE EOREIGN 
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MINISTER, THE DEFENSE MINISTER, THE EINANCE 
MINISTER AND THE MINISTER OE THE INTERIOR REPORTED 
TO THE CABINET ON THEIR TALKS WITH PRESIDENT SADAT AND 
THE MEMBERS OF THE EGYPTIAN DELEGATION. THE GOVERN- 
MENT NOTES THE IMPORTANCE OF THE MEETING IN JERUSALEM, 
NATIONALLY, REGIONALLY AND INTERNATIONALLY. THERE 
WILL BE CONTINUATION OF THE TALKS ON ESTABLISHING PEACE 
AND ON SIGNING PEACE TREATIES BETWEEN ISRAEL AND ITS 
NEIGHBORS. THERE WAS NO DISCUSSION OF ANY PROCEDURAL 
QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE GEVEVA CONEERENCE, WHOSE RESUMP- 
TION BOTH GOVERNMENTS DESIRE. END TEXT. 

3. THE PRESS REPORTS THAT OTHER THAN AGREEMENT TO 
PURSUE CONTACTS THE CABINET WAS TOLD OE NO SPECIEIC ARRANGE- 
MENTS EOR ONWARD MEETINGS WHICH WERE DISCUSSED WITH 
THE EGYPTIANS. THE CABINET MEMBERS WERE SAID TO HAVE 
EELT THAT SADAT AND HIS ENTOURAGE WERE PLEASED WITH 
THE OUTCOME OE THE VISIT AND POINTED TO THE AGREEMENT TO 
REMAIN IN CONTACT AS EVIDENCE OE THIS ASSESSMENT. THEY 
ALSO CITED WITH SATISEACTION AN AL-AKHBAR ARTICLE, READ 
OVER RADIO CAIRO ON NOV. 23, PRAISING ISRAEL'S DESIRE 
EOR PEACE, AND DESCRIBING IN GLOWING TERMS SADAT'S 
WARM WELCOME IN JERUSALEM. IN ADDITION, BEGIN AND 
DAYAN WERE SAID TO HAVE NOTED KING KHALID'S CONGRATULATORY 
MESSAGE TO SADAT AS EVIDENCE THAT SAUDI ARABIA HAD SWUNG 
BEHIND EGYPT IN SUPPORT OP THE VISIT. 
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4. BEGIN TOLD JOURNALISTS ALTER THE CABINET MEETING 
THAT NONE OP THE TECHNICAL ASPECTS OP THE GENEVA CONPER- 
ENCE OR ISRAEL'S SUBSTANTIVE POSITIONS HAD BEEN DISCUSSED 
WITH THE CABINET. BEGIN DENIED A REPORT THAT A DATE HAD 
BEEN SET EOR RECONVENING THE GENEVA CONEERENCE. HE ALSO 
SAID THERE WAS AS YET NO TIMETABLE EOR PURTHER MEETINGS 
WITH THE EGYPTIANS AND INDICATED THAT THE NEXT STEP IN 
THE NEW CHAPTER OF DIRECT ISRAEL-EGYPT CONTACTS WOULD 
BE ANNOUNCED IN CAIRO. 

5. MEANWHILE, THE PRESS IS SPECULATING ON ALLEGED SHIPTS 
IN OPINION OP KEY MINISTERS. THE PUBLIC IS REMINDED 

THAT DAYAN IS A PRAGMATIST AND WOULD PAVOR TRADING TERRI- 
TORY EOR PEACE. EZER WEIZMAN'S ENTHUSIASM EOR THE SADAT 
VISIT IS TAKEN AS AN INDICATION THAT HE SEES THE 
CHANCES EOR PEACE AS GOOD AND THAT WHEN THE TIME COMES 
HE WILL REVEAL HIMSELP AS A MODERATE ON TERRITORIES. 

ZEVULUN HAMMER IS QUOTED AS SUGGESTING THAT A RETHINKING 
OP THE PALESTINIAN PROBLEM IS CALLED FOR IN THE LIGHT 
OP SADAT'S VISIT. TODAY'S PAPERS ALSO REPORT AN INPORMAL TV POLL 
OP KNESSET MEMBERS POLLOWING THE SADAT VISIT SHOWS 
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MOST FAVOR TERRITORIAL CONCESSIONS ON THE WEST BANK. 

THIS MAJORITY IS BASED ON SOME LIBERAL PARTY MEMBERS 
TAKING A MODERATE LINE. THE PRESS POINTS OUT THAT 
THE IMPOSITION OF PARTY DISCIPLINE (READ DISCIPLINE 
WITHIN THE LIKUD), COULD CHANGE THIS LINEUP.
